"It's 
everything Central intended to be when the magnet school was 
established. The relationship with GW is a good one.” 

"I've been an advocate for children for 20 years," added 
Brenda Hughes, another school board member. "I think it's 
vitally important that we get our children educated in the 
community and keep them here. They tend to get more scholarship 
opportunities outside of the DC area," said Hughes, "therefore 
I'm glad to see this partnership between GW. I'd like to do all

Council member Larry Bailey, a former partner with Peat 
Marwick, and a graduate of Central High School, talked about the 
exposure the program will afford.

GW CONFERENCE ON ASIA AND THE PACIFIC 

REVEALS FRICTION BETWEEN U.S. AND CHINA 

A recent George Washington University conference on "Asia 
and the Pacific in the 1990s" revealed that U.S.- Chinese 
relations are not only strained, "but verging on a crisis 
situation." This was the sentiment held by several conference 
participants said William Johnson, director of East Asian 
studies for GW's Elliott School of International Affairs. 

The main issue, Johnson contends, is Congressional debate 
over extending China's Most Favored Nation Status. If revoked, 
the special trade designation which now entitles China to low 
tariff rates could increase tariff rates by 1,000 percent. Some 
185 nations, excluding the Soviet Union, have MFN status. 

The conference, part of a series begun by GW in 1986, is a 
closed door forum that allows U.S. and foreign government 
officials, scholars and researchers to discuss global issues 
outside of the political limelight.

"One of the major values of these conferences," explained 
Johnson, is that by having them every year one gets a sense of 
the shifts and changes in attitudes." 

The prevailing attitude now, said Johnson, is that failure 
to continue China's Most Favored Nation status "would put us back 
where we were with China in 1978." Even an extension with 
conditions, would "have serious political implications on both 
sides." 

China currently sends $15 billion in exports to the U.S. 
annually. U.S. businessmen sell the Chinese $5 billion a year in 
goods and have invested another $4.3 billion. But in recent 
years, China has been accused of breaking trade rules and 
peddling lethal weapons, including missiles and nuclear 
knowledge.

GW ECONOMIST TESTIFIES THAT CONGRESS SHOULD IMPLEMENT JOB PROGRAMS 

"There is an urgent need for establishing a jobs program 
that would provide work rather than meager income support to the 
long-term, unemployed and job ready welfare recipients," said Sar 
A. Levitan. Levitan, a research professor of economics and 
director of The George Washington University Center for Social 
Policy Studies, made these remarks in testimony before the House 
Budget Committee Taskforce on Urgent Fiscal Issues which was held 
today at 9:00 a.m. in room 210 of the Cannon Office Building. 

He proposed a 500,000 job program that would cost 
approximately $6 billion. But the program would help even more 
unemployed and welfare recipients because not all enrollees will 
remain on the public job rolls for a complete year. Levitan 
estimated that the program would fill less than a sixth of the 
job deficit forecast by the Council of Economic Advisors for 
1992 . 

Levitan testified that during the first four months of this 
year, more than a million unemployed people have exhausted their 
unemployment insurance eligibility. 




LEVITAN TESTIMONY 




He suggests that the proposed jobs program would serve four 
separate but overlapping needs. Specifically, it would 1) 
alleviate joblessness and poverty, 2) help the local or national 
economy emerge from a recession if the expenditures made are 
sufficiently large, 3) provide jobs to able-bodied welfare 
recipients, thus promoting self-sufficiency and 4) produce 
needed services that are otherwise neglected. 

Levitan contends that the 1988 welfare reform also presented 
a compelling need for a jobs program. The Family Support Act 
called for educating and training welfare recipients, but omitted 
a job creation program. "If successful completers of education 
or training programs cannot find a job to utilize their newly 
acquired skills, their efforts will go for naught. The welfare 
reform law is likely to fail without sufficient jobs, and the 
welfare recipients will be blamed for shirking work," he 
testified. 

"Instead of considering only the immediate expenditures for 
job creation," Levitan urged, "Congress should take into account 
the longer-run savings resulting from reduced unemployment 
insurance and welfare outlays. Congress and the President should 
declare that a jobs program comes under the emergency provision 
of the 1990 budget reduction legislation." 

Levitan is the author of numerous books and reports. His 
most recent work, titled "Spending to Save: Expanding Employment 
Opportunities," addresses the need for a jobs creation program.

COLLEGE CHOICE: STUDENTS ARE FLEXING THEIR MARKETPLACE MUSCLE 

Most colleges and universities can no longer be passive in 
attracting students to their campuses, says Michael B. Paulsen, 
author of a new report on student choice published by the ERIC 
Clearinghouse on Higher Education. Students have become savvy 
consumers, notes Paulsen, and competition for their tuition 
dollars can be fierce. Higher education institutions must study 
the market and alter its enrollment practices to succeed in 
attracting desired students. 

In "College Choice: Understanding Student Enrollment 
Behavior," Paulsen explores the factors and processes students 
use in choosing a college. Such knowledge, the author believes, 
can help higher education institutions strengthen their 
recruiting, enrollment and retention records. 

The report is published by The George Washington 
University's Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
Clearinghouse on Higher Education, in cooperation with the 
Association for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE). 

According to Paulsen, colleges have developed two market- 
oriented goals since the 1970s. "They want to plan and 
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- 2 - 


forecast their enrollment more effectively," he says. "And, they 
want to influence the college-going decision-making process of 
students." 

Paulsen breaks down his study of college choice behavior 
into two categories: macro- and micro-level studies. Macro¬ 
level studies indicate how changes in the environment—outside an 
institution's control— and changes in institutional 
characteristics—within an institution's control— affect the 
school's total enrollment. Micro studies, on the other hand, 
indicate ways in which environmental, institutional and student 
characteristics affect student choices of whether or not to 
attend college and, if so, which college to accept. 

Paulsen, an instructional development specialist in the 
Office of Instructional Resources, is an adjunct associate 
professor of higher education at the University of Alabama. He 
received his Ph.D. from the University of Iowa where he 
specialized in higher education and economics. 

"College Choice: Understanding Student Enrollment Behavior" 
is No.6 of the 1990 Higher Education Report Series from ASHE and 
the ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher Education. The report was 
published in May 1991. ERIC is a sponsored project of The George 
Washington University School of Education and Human Development.

We need to change 
attitudes through the education process, so that this underlying 
discrimination no longer exists."

The muscle of anti- 
discrimination law has been stretched too far and the result is a 
lot of flabbiness — in business competition, in selection for 
jobs and, many people now say, our core value of taking 
responsibility for ones own self."

"Contrary to White House rhetoric, the Democratic civil 
rights bill would not encourage quotas. The proposed 
legislation, the Civil Rights and Women's Equity in Employment 
Act of 1991, specifically prohibits such practice," says Charles 
B. Craver, a professor of law and an equal employment expert at 
The George Washington University National Law Center. 

"In fact, the President is the major impetus for quota 
hiring," Craver contends. "Executive Order 11,246 requires 
federal contractors to hire appropriate percentages of minority 
and female employees. So it is President Bush himself who 
directly encourages employers to hire according to race, 
nationality and gender." 

From the public debate and heavy media attention surrounding 
the Democratic and Republican Party versions of the civil rights 
bills, "one would think the two bills are significantly 
different," says Craver, "but the bills are actually quite 
similar in scope and impact." 

According to the professor who has carefully studied the 
different versions, both bills are designed to reverse several

1989 Supreme Court decisions that make it difficult for 
minorities and women to challenge seemingly neutral employment 
standards that disqualify more minority and female applicants 
than white males. Also, a portion of both the Democratic and 
Republican versions would overturn the Wards Cove Packing that 
affects plaintiffs challenging allegedly discriminatory criteria. 

"Plaintiffs must currently prove that a specific component 
of a personnel policy has a disparate impact upon minority and 
female applicants, and that a less discriminatory alternative is 
available," explains Craver.

GW PROFESSOR SAYS CORPORATIONS NEED TO MOVE AWAY FROM HIERARCHIES 


"Corporate America needs to make an historic transformation 
from the traditional hierarchy to a new model of organization in 
which power, initiative, and control originate among ordinary 
people at the bottom of the corporation," said William Halal to a 
group of business and government executives who attended the 
"Conference on Internal Markets" held May 30-31. 

Halal, a professor of management at The George Washington 
University, co-chaired the meeting with Russell Ackoff, professor 
emeritus of the Wharton School, University of Pennsylvania. 

Halal and Ackoff suggest that there is an uncanny similarity 
between the fall of communism and the decline of large American 
corporations like General Motors and IBM. "Both communist 
governments and capitalist corporations are collapsing because 
they rely essentially on centrally planned, authoritarian, top- 
down structures that are too cumbersome to manage the knowledge- 
based, global economy that is emerging," Halal noted. 
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"And just as the communist bloc is struggling to adopt 
systems to remedy this problems, so too are leading-edge 
corporations moving to market systems — 1 Internal Markets' that 
finally bring the principles of free enterprise inside large 
organizations — a Corporate Perestroika," Halal claims. 

He also cautions, "Although internal market structures are 
messy, they are the only way we can master complexity, foster 
innovation, and provide employee freedom — the new economic 
imperatives being created by today's revolution in information 
technology." Halal contends that this technological revolution 
is inexorably driving American business in this general 
direction. "Roughly one million middle managers have been fired 
in big corporations during the past decade — wiping out the 
central layers comprising the heart of the old hierarchy — 
because computerized Management Information Systems automated 
their jobs." 

Halal is the author of The New Capitalism (Wiley, 1986) as 
well as numerous publications that outline today's transition to 
a new system of business and economics for the information age. 
He also is a consultant to Fortune 500 companies.

"MORAL CLIMATE" OF THE COUNTRY 

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH — Amitai Etzioni, a founding member of 
the communitarian movement which calls for a balance between 
community responsibility and individual rights, was honored at 
the University of Utah commencement exercises today. Etzioni 
gave the keynote address and received an honorary doctor of laws 
degree. 

"I am confident that you are honoring not a person but a set 
of ideas and ideals dear to many of us," said Etzioni. "The idea 
that no person is an island, that we are all each other's 
keepers. The ideal that our rights, which are to be vigilantly 
protected, must be balanced with a sense of responsibility for 
our shared community." 

Etzioni is a University Professor at GW and the editor of 
the communitarian movement's new quarterly journal "The 
Responsive Community." 

In his address, Etzioni reminded the students that not all 
Americans feel a sense of civic responsibility. Instead these 
citizens reflect a "major theme in American civic culture" of 
professing responsibility but not actually practicing it. 

Etzioni cited such examples as individuals who strongly believe

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every American has a right to a trial by jury, but who also 
frequently evade serving on juries when called; Americans who 
call for more government services but oppose new taxes; and 
people who claim to be very patriotic but are reluctant to serve 
in the armed forces. 

"What is needed most is a change in the moral climate of the 
country, a greater willingness to shoulder communitarian 
responsibilities, and a greater readiness to curb one's demands," 
said Etzioni. 

Etzioni, a leading figure in sociology for more than 20 
years, has been a University Professor at GW since 1980. Prior 
to his GW appointment, he held a variety of academic positions at 
Columbia University. Etzioni was a senior advisor to the Carter 
administration during the 1970s and was a visiting professor at 
Harvard Business School from 1987 - 1989. 

The author of more than 10 books, Etzioni has written 
extensively on the changes in school, work, family and other 
aspects of American society. His latest book, "The Moral 
Dimension: Toward a New Economics," focused on the need to 

include societal concerns when developing economic policy. 
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
